COCHIN UNIVERSITY STATUTES 

Register of Graduates 
1. Eligibility for registration .- ( 1) The Syndicate shall ma ntain a 
register of Registered Graduates in which the Graduate of any of the 
following classes may have his name entered and retained until he continues 
to be employed in or normally , resident within the territorial jurisdiction of 
the University: , 

(a ) A Graduate of the University of Cochin who became eligible for 
a Degree in any Faculty not less than three years before the date of appli 
ca.ion for registration and who has taken the degree. 

(b ) A Graduate of any other Statutory Uni erity in Indią, or of a 
Foreign Statutory University thatmay be recognised by the Synd cate fir 
the purpose of regi« tration, dom cid or ordinarily a resident or employed 
within the territorial jurisdiction of the University who became eligible for 
a degree not less than three years before the date of app.ication for registra 
tion and who has taken the degree.. 

(c) Holders of the Honorary Degrees of the University of Cochin. 

(2 ) The Vice- Chanc- llor is the comperent authority to admit a gradu 
ate as the Registered Graduate of the University . 

2. Registered Graduat s of other Universilies in the Slate .- (1) All Registered 
Graduates of any other University in the State who , on the date of commence 
ment of the Cochin University Act, 1971 are employed in or 
within the territorial limits of the University of Cochin may apply to the 
University of Cochin to get their names registered as Registered Graduates of 
the University of Cochin . 

(2 ) In the case of persons coming under clause ( 1), no registration 
fee need be remitted along with the app ication for registration but they 
shall produce the proof of their registration in the other University along 
with the application for registration . 

(3) Upon such registration being graated , they shall cease to be 
Registered Graduates of the other University and shall be deemed io be 
Registered Graduates of the University of Cochin . 
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3. Fee for registration. The fee for registration shall be Rs. 10 (Rupees 
ten only) which shall be paid along with the application for registration in 
the formi prescribed by the Vice- Chancellor for the purpose. . The Degree 
Certificate in original shall also be forwarded along with the application for 
registration . 

4. Rvision and correction of register . - The Register ofGraduates shall be 
revised and corrected on ihe first day of November of each year and 
applications for revision or correction of the Register of Gaduates shall 
reach the Registrar not less than thirty clear days before the 1st day of 
November each year. 

5. Eligibility to participnte in elections. - 4 graduate who gets himself 
registered not less than thirty clear days before he date of publication of 
electoral roll shall also be eligible to participate in the election. 

6. Inspection of register.- (1) Any Craduate whose name is in the register 
shall be entitled to insp - ct the register during office hours on application to 
the Registrar and shall be entitled , on payment of Rs. 10 to have a copy of 
the list of Registered Graduates corrected up to the last revision under 
Statute 4 . 

(2 ) The University reserves to itself the right of printing and reprinting 
the list of Registered Graduates and supplemental lists of Registered Gradu 
ates shall be supplied on payment of the price prescribed by the Vice 
Chancellor from time to time. 

7. Removal of names.--( 1) When any communication is posted to a 
Registered Graduate in the address shown in the register of Registered 
Graduats and is retuned through The Dead Letter Office to the 
Registrar undelivered with an endorsement by the Postal Department that 
the person is deported dead , the name of such Graduate shall be removed 
from the list. 

(2 ) If the Vice-Chancellor, on enquiry, is satisfied that a Graduate on 
the list is deceased , he shall remove the name of such decçased Graduate 
from the list. 

(3 ) If at any time, after registration as a .Registered Graduate, any 
person for any reason is deprived in any manner of his Degree or Degrees 
which entitled him to registration as such , he stall cease to be a Registered 
Graduate of the University from that date . 

( 4) If the Vice- Chancellor on enquiry, is satisfied that a Graduate in the 
list is a Registered Graduate of any oher Statutory University in India , he 
shall remove the name of such person from the Register of Registered 
Graduates. 

(5 ) The Senate may, on the recommendation of the Syndicate , remove 
the name of any person from the Register of Graduates if he has been 
convicted by a court of law for an offence involving moral turpituds .

On 23-4-1969 when he reported for duty, the management refused employ .

While the 
matter was under conciliation before the District Lahour Officer, the 
management is ued a notice to the worker levelling unfounded allegations 
aga nst him : Subsequently, the management conducted a ſaice of an 
enquiry on the charges leveiled against him without conforming or comply 
inz with the principle ofna ural justice an i finally he was dismissed from 
service. The action of the mana. errent in having ihr s dismissed him from 
service is without any justification whatsoever and he is entitlcd to be 
reinstatud in service with back wages. 

4. The case of the management is that the worker was dismissed from 
service after conducting a proper domestic enquiry and he is not entitled 
for reinstatement in service as contended by the union , 

5. Subsequently, the management failed to appear before court 
without showing any reason . The management was therefore declared 
exparte. An affidavit was filed in support of the case of the union . From 
the claim statement aid the afhd vit filed, it is seen that Sri P. Valsa , ajan 
was dismissed from service without conducting a proper domestic enquiry 
and that there was no justitication for having done so . Sri Valsarajan is 
therefore entitled for reinstatement with back wages . In the result, I 
direct the management to reinstate Sri P. Valsarajan in service and also 
to pay him back wages from 21-7-1969 till he is reinstated in service. The 
management will also pay him Rs. 25 to the union towarus costs in these 
proceedings.

In pursuance of notice issued , the parties entered appearance and 
put in their respect.ve statemengs . 
3. The the union stated briefly is 

follows. 
Sri Muthukrishnan was working as a gatekeeper in the New Theatre, 
Chanagancherty fiom 15-8-1963 onwards and finally, he was drawing a 
salary ofRs. 75 per mensem . The management denied employment to 
him with effect from 12-10-1970 without assigning any reason whatsoever . 
No enquiry was conducted against him on any charge of misconduct. 
Even though the matter was taken up by the District Labour Officer, 
Kottayam no conciliation could be arrived and hence this dispute was 
referred to this Court. 

4. The case of the management stated briefly is as follows . The 
management did not deny employment to him . He was only a casual 
wurker and he used to attend work for once or twice in a week . He wag 
engaged for athixing wallposters, and for beating the drums in connection 
with the publicity to the films. For these works, he was paid his daily 
wages inmediately after the work . From 12-10-1970 onwards, he neglected to 
come to the Theatre for work and from that date onwards, he was working 
in other theatres in that locality . He was not a gate keeper as alleged by 
the union and he was also not given wages at the rate of Rs. 75 per mensem . 
Thus according to the management, Sri Muthukrishnan is not entitled for 
any relie as claimed by the union . 

5. On the side of the union , Shri P. Abdul Razaak, General 
Secretary; Changanacherry Cinema Theatres Employees Union was 
examined as W. W. I. On the side of the management, no witness was 
examined . Subseqwntly, the management was absent without showing 
any 1eason . The management was therefore declared exparte . An 
affidavit was also filed in support of the case of the union . From the 
evidence of W. . I and the aflidavit filed on behalf of the union , it is seen 
that Sri Muthukrishnan was an employee in the opposite party concern 

as 
Gate keeper and he was getting Rs. 15 per mensem as salary and employment 
was denied to him . The case of the management is that there was no 
permanent employee there and Sri Muthukrishnan was not paid monthy salary 
of Rs. 75 and employment was also not denied to him and on the other hand, 
he failed to come for work. Even though the management had raised 
such contentions, in the written objections filed by the management, the 
management has not cared to substantiate these contentions. 

On the other 
hand , the management failed to appear before Court and the management 
had to be declared exparte . From the evidence of W. W. 1 and the 
affidavit filed on behalf of the union, the case of the union stands proved.

Therewas no enquiry against Sri Muthukrishnan , for any misconduct and 
the denial of employment in him under the circumstances, cannot be justified 
foria moment. As such , Sri Muthuk ishnan is entitled for reinstatement 
with back wages. In the result. I pass an award directing the management 
to reinstate Sri M. Muthukrishnan in service and also to pay him back 
wages at the rate of Rs. 75 per mensem , from 12-10-1970 the date on which 
employment was denied to him till he is reinstated in service.

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties entered appearance and 
put in their respective statements . 

3. The case of the worker Sri, Chellappan Nair stated briefly is a: 
follows. He was working as a péon in the Multipurpose Co -operative 
Society No. 1112 , Kaitharam . As per the resolution of the committee of 
the Society dated 7-5-1972, Si Chellappon Nair was dismissed from 
service. There was no al egation against him and he was also not asked 
any explai ation regarding any misconduct. It is also his case that the Presi. 
dent of the Society has only got power to dismiss him from service . Under 
the circumstances, it is stated that he is entitled for reinstatement with back 
wages. 

4. The case of the management stated briefly is as follows. A notice 
was issurd to Sri Chellappan Nair asking him to show - cause why he should 
not be suspendet from service and his notice was dated 1-1-1972. On 
3-1-1972 Sri Cellappan Nair replied admitting all the allegations contained 
in the norice, and he also requested to forgive him . The committee 
examined the records and considered thematter and fin lly decided to 
dismiss Sri Chellappan Nair. B fore dism ssing him , he was asked by the 
committee to show -cause why he should not be dismissed from service. But 
he did not give any reply. Finally he was dismissed from service, as per 
the resolutions of the committee. 

5. In the rejoinder filed by Sri Chellappan Nair , he denied the state 
ment of themanagement that a notice was issued to him . According to him . 
no notice was issued to him and no enquiry was also conducted against him . 
Under the circumstances, the dismissal is most unjustifiable . 

6. Subsequently, when the case was posted for evidence, themanage 
ment failed to appear before Court and the management was therefore 
declared ex-parte . Then the m.nagement filed an application to set asi le 
ex parte an intice was issued on this application to the worker .

AWARD 
This itdustrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Trilsunal for adjudication by Government as per G.O.Rt. No.613/73 /1.BR 
dated 21-5-1973. The only issue referred for a ljudication is as follows: 

“ Alleged denial of employment to Shri Meeran Pillai, Watcher." " 
2. Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and the Union submitted 
their clam statement in which it was contended as follos: 

" Shri Meeran Piilai was working under the employer as watcher 

for the last thirteen years. Recent y he has demanded for the 
enhancement of wales which has infuriated the opposite party 
and so the opposite party tried to foist some false cases against 
Shri Meeran Pillai with the avowed intention of causing haras 
snent t him On 8-6-1972 Shri Meeran Pillai was taken to 
the house of the employer where he was intimidated by certain 
peop e to put his signature in certain papers. Sin c the worker 
apprehe ded danger to his lite he has put his signature on the 
p.pers placed before him .. Since the employer has intimidated 
him that this should be kept as secret he has not divulyed these 
facts to anybody . Thereafier from 9-6-1972 onwards he was 
denied employment. This denial of employment is thoroughly 
arbitrary , malicious an actualed by spirit of victimisation 

and unfair labyur practice." 
The Union concluded with a prayer that an award may be passed 
reinstating Shri Merian Pillai in service with ful back wages . 

3. The Management thereafter submitted their reply statement in 
which they have con ended as under: 

“ Shri Meeran Pillai was working as a watcher in Shaji Cashew 

nut Factory in Mynagapally which had been rented to the 
opposite party by its owner Sree Assa narukutty.. Processing in 
this factory was d ine on contract basis by Shri Assanarukutty 
emploving his Manager Shri Ismail and his own workers. The 
Oppo ite Party in this case ha entered into a contract with the 
said Assanarukutty for procesing raw nuts in the factory and 
dep ted Shri Mecran Pillai, the watcher and Shri Rajan , the 
clerk to supervise the work . The keys of the stores, sheds and 
godown were entrusted to Shri Meetan Pillai, the watcher On 
7-6-1972 it was detec ed that Shri Assanarukutty and Shri 
Ismail stole accounted cashew kernals from the factory with the 
conniv.nce of Sari Meeran Pillai and Shay Rajan to the extent 
of 900 kilos worth Rs. 9,000 . This would not have happened 
had Shii Meeran Pillai and Shri Rajan were discha ging their 
duties honesıly . Shri Assanar ki ty admitted that he has 
reoved 900 kilos of kerna s with the concurrence of the 
Watcher Meeran Pillai, Clerk Rajan and Manager Ismail and 


has signed a statement of admission to that effect giving credit 
for the sum of Rs. 9,000 on 8-6-1972. Thereafter show cause 
notices were issued to Shri Rajan and Shri Meeran Pillai and 
both of them did not submit any rxp anation . Shri Meeran 
Pillai came to the factory on 3-6-1972 and tendered his resig. 
nation which was accepted by the Management on 106-1972 . 
He was paid his wages tror 1-6-1972 to 15-6-1972 and compen 
sation due to him till that date and 113 400 also was paid 
to him in full and final settlement of all his claims. Likewise 
Shri Rajan also resigned and left the service of the Opposite 
Party . 

The Kerala Cashew Employees Association does not repre 
sent the workers in the factory or the watcher ShriMceran 
Pillai. This Union has not made any demand about the 
watcher prior to his resignation . Shri Mecran Pillai had only 
11 years of service. The allegation of victimisation and unfair 
labour practice, etc., are all baseless and so denied and the 

Union is put to strict proof of the wild allegations." 
The Management concluded with a prayer that an award may be 
passed upholding their contentions. 

4. When the case came up for evidence it was submitted that the 
matter was compromised and a compromise petition was filed , which is 
shown below as " Annexure” . 

5. Since the terms of the compromise appear to be just and reasonable, 
I pass this award in terms of the same.

Later on he was temporarily promoted 
to work as a b anch manager. Afier.ome time he was reverted to his old 
post . While he was working in the vege able section where in he was put 
in charge he was charge -sheeted for nisconduct and an enquiry was con 
durted . He was found guil y and he was reverted to his old position av a 
Sales Asistant: He did not join duly and a registered notice was issued 
a :king him n report for duty. He did not obry this order. He wanted 
Jeave uplo 31-3-1970 and even after this period he did not rejoin . The 
Society treat d him as a person havi g abandoned his job and so his namo 
does not find a place in the rolls. The reference herein is taken on file as 
I.D 5/71. This was referred on 2!-191971. His first order reverting him 
to his original post was passed murh earlier 10 this. " The management 
fund him absent and treated him having given up this job in 1970 ,and a 
letter was addressed to him on 7.1-1970 to this effect. This letter was sent 
to lim actually and he accepted it . The second communication was only a 
copy oi the first letter since he wanted it. For the reason that they 
have not altered his service cundit.ons to his prejudice alter the reference 
this complaint is not mainta nable . 

3. The complainant has not filed a rejoinder . He filed a ew documents. 
They were marked as Exts. W1 10 W3 by mutual consent. There is no oral 
evidence on behalf of the complainant. The comp air ant has not cared to 
come to this court and deny certain allegations rais: d by the opposite party 
in their written objections . He has not even filed a rejoinder. Only the 
pleadings are available in this case. 

4. This complaint will be maintainable only if there is contravention 
as contemplar d under section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act. For this 
the alle ed dismissal or denial of employment should have been during the 
pend ncy of the industial dispute. The managementsays that they passed 
ihe last order touching upon his service in 1969. Thereafier they asked 
him to report for duty. The opposite party did not comply with this order. 
No legally valid application was made though it is stated by the applicant 


that he wanted -leave on medical grounds. There is no case for the com 
plainant that he has properly applied for leave and in the absence of this 
the maragement proceeded to treat him as a person who aba doned his job .

The worker s case as stated in his complaint is that he has not received 
this letter. The management has not cared to adduce sufficient evidence to 
show that they have actually sent such a letter and he has received it. 
Their case as stated in the written objections is that it was sent and the 
worker received it . Again he sent a letter in May , 1971 and a reply to 
this letier was sent and according to his desire they forwarded a copy of 
this dismissal order. The date on which the dimiss: I takes effect is very 
material. The management is bound to comply with the provisions of 
Section 33 only when they alter the service conditions during the pendency 
of an industri il dispute. Here is a ca.e where the management alleges 
that they have altered the service conditions even before the reference for 
adjudication was made by the Government. It was for the complainant 
to prove that it is otherwise. He has not even cared to deny the allegations 
raised by the management and he has not cared to tender evidence, in 
Bipport of his pleadings.

AWARD 


This is an industrial dispute referred to this Tribunal for adjudication 
by Government of Kerala as per Order No. G. O. Rt. No. 199/72/Labour 
dated 22-2-1972. The issue referred is the following : 

Whether the closure is justified and to what relief the workers are : 
entitled to . 

2. In the statement filed by the union they say that this is one of the 
oldest factories in the area started about 19 years back employing about 80 
workers . The management was making profits also . All on a sudden they 
closed down the establishment on 8-4-1971 without giving any notice or 
notice pay in lieu of notice to the employees . A number of letters were 
addressed to the management regarding this closure; but they did not sent 
even a reply. In the conciliation conferences also they did not justify the 
closure . The closure is unjustified and notice has not been given about the 
closure. So the workers are entitled to be reinstated with back wages or in 
the alternative they are entitled to get compensation . 

3. The management says that this factory being situated in a place 
away from road they used to incưr extra expenditure to transport raw mate 
rials and finished products. This crippled their capacity to compete with 
similar factories ia Feroke area . They were incurring heavy losses year 
after yer. This being a permanent feature for about 5 years immediately 
prior to the closure they closed the establishment and due notice was given . 
At the time of closure they had only a total strength of about 40 workers. 
They also contend that this court has no jurisdiction to hold that the closure 
is illegal. It is also stated by the management that the closure is an 
admitted fact and the union also does not dispute it. So substantial part 
of the dispute between the parties cannot be construed as an industrial 
dispute and it will not be proper to adjudicate on the question of bona fides 
of closure. So they say that the claim of the union should be dismissed . 

4 . These contentions are denied by the union in their rejoinder . The 
management has not given the reasons which forced them to close the factory . 
No notice was also given . They repeat their contentions that the manage 
ment made profit every year. The averment of the management that they 
had to transport goods by expensive means is also not correct." The factory 
is accessible by read . In addition to this they filed a further rejoinder . 
There they repeat their plea that the management has not put forth any 
valid reason for the closure except the financial loss. They say that in 
case of closure for financial reasons the workers are catitled to retrenchment 
compensation as contemplated under section 25 FFF. The management 
wanted to file a further reply statement and the same was permitted and 
there they deny all the claims put forth by the union . 

5. There were a number of conciliation conferences and in all those the 
union took an adamant stand that the factory should be reopened and the 
workers should be given work . The management found it Hilficult to accede

"to this request of the union . They also repeat that the question of closure 
-cannot be now enquired into by this court . 

6. WWI is an employee who narrates the case of the union as stated 
by them in their claim statement. In cross-examination he admits that the 
factory has not functioned after the closure. Their demand is to re-employ 
the workers. He has not seen any of the balance sheers or profit and loss 
account. 

7. WW2 is the Panchayat member of the ward in which this factory is 
situated . Hewas the Secretary of the Samarasa haya Samathi formed after 
the closure . He has also talked about this with the proprietor of the factory . 
He says that the management did not pay any compensation or exhibit any 
notice about the closure. In cross -examination he says that he has not seen 
the balance sheet or profit and loss account. Since it was functioning conti 
nuously he concluded that it is a profitable concern . 

8. At this age the union filed a petition to cause production of a 
document by the Provident Fund Inspector. The same was produced . 
This lettershows that the managenmat has given notice about this closure 
to the Provident Fund Inspector , Kozhikode. 
19. This is a case where the union concedes that there is closure of the 
factory. They have no case that it is fucctioning in any other way or in any 
other form . The industry is closed . It has beco keld in a number of 
decisions that this Tribuaal will not be justified in making enquiries about 
the motives of closure once it comes to the conclusion that the employer has 
closed the factory . As a matter of fact the union has not put forth a case 
that the management has closed this factory because of any mala fide inten 
tions . So there is no question of considering this aspect. 

10. It is conceded that the management has not paid any compen 
sation to the workers. They are entitled to this compensation . The 
management have stated that they closed the factory for reasons beyond 
their control but they have not tried to establish this by adducing suicient 
evidence . So I find that the workers are entitled to get compensation under 
section 25 FFF (1) of the Industrial Disputes Act. 

4. I pass this award as stated above and this award shall come into force 
on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette.
